Some time ago Mr. Dewar gave 
the city council a piece of good 
advice when he recommended the 
engagement of a full-time plan- 
ning engineer. Such an official, 
given reasonably adequate facili- 
ties, could have saved the city 
much of its present grief. 

He could at least have foreseen 
and made plans to deal with 
the hotel and tourist camp prob- 
lem, and by this time could pos- 
sibly have made arrangements 
whereby a suitable site for the 
$6,000,000 subject of the present 
dispute would have been avail- 
able without encroaching upon 
the civic centre zone. But the 
city council couldn't see any- 
thing except the salary involved 
in that proposal, so it decided not 
to indulge in such an expensive 
luxury. 

Edmonton Is getting to be a big 
city and if it wants to be a bigger 
and better city, it is high time 
it began to conduet itself like 
one as far as its town planning 
is concerned, instead of continu- 
ing to try and fashion its future 
by the piecemeal and unco- 
ordinated methods which, after a 
promising beginning in the early 
‘hirties, it reverted to during 
th: depression years.

Playing Hookey 
To Build a Pier 


I am sorry to have been absent 

without leave for the past few 
days, but a curious thing hap- 
pened to me in Montreal. I was 
commissioned to build a pier in 
the Gatineau River and the chal- 
lenge so stirred the last remain- 
ing red blood im my veins that 
I accepted, 
This has resulted in a certain 
temporary coolness between my 
managing editor and me and [ 
am offering this bizarre explana- 
tion in the interests of being 
rescued from the deep freeze. 

One late night in Montreal's 
Club Samovar I was sitting with 
my old pal Gordon Burwash 
having a quiet beer and remin- 
iscing. Burwash, who is a pre- 
maturely grey gent with John 
L. eyebrows, bas just finished 
writing a motion picture and 
was feeling the customary re- 
morse and fatigue. 

I was in no great shape myself, 
facing the task of doing a column 
sometime before dawn, a prospect 
not unlike waiting for the firing 


squad 
It was then that Burwash 
evolved the plan. We would 


escape to this cottage up in the 


green Gatineau valley for two 
or three days and build a pier. 
Ordinarily Burwash is as 


famous for his talent as a maker 
of barbecue pits as he is for his 


writing and acting. Periodically, 
maybe once or twice a year, 
Burwash gets a strange light in 
his eye, This is known to his 
friends as his Barbecue Pit 
Look, It means that life will not 


he worth living for him unless 
he has gone off somewhere with 
mortar and bricks and built a 
barbecue pit. We all have our 
mystic side,

We met in Ottawa. It was a 
hot early Summer day and the 
city was fresh and very lovely 
in the morning sunlight. We 
drove across the river and

of Hull, past Chez Henri and 
all the pleasant haunts of yester- 


day and then on up the river 
road into the beautiful Gatineau 
hills. 

It was up there in the red 


rust splendor of a late autumn 
day that I had said goodbye to 
my wife when I went Overseas. 
So it was, after all, a kind of 
pligrimage. 

We stopped at a small, lean- 
ing tavern to have am ale be- 
cause the sun now was very hot 
and we drank a wry little toast 
to amanaging editor 3,000 miles 
away. 

The cottage is at Cascades, 
maybe 15 or 16 miles north of 
Hull, It stands om the side of 
a steep cliff, drowned in the deep 
foliage of big maples. Through 
the leaves you see a wide curve 
of the Gatineau flowing slowly 
down to become the bride of the 
Ottawa, 

There is a farm house here 
and there, placed especially for 
visiting landscape painters and 
across the way some lambs did 
a crazy dance in cool shade. 

The cottage is big, ancient 
and rambling with an upstairs 
of doorless bedrooms, each with 


a white iron bed and mouldy 
mattress. You just take your 
pick. 

Downstairs there is an old 
spinnet, long since out of tune 
and offering some _interestig 
effects with “Lazy Mary,” the 


piece I play on the piano. There 
is a shady, screened porch. Di- 
rectly below, between the cottage 
and the river, are the tracks of 
the Gatineau railway and when 
the night tralmp goes through 
down the valley most of the 
occupants of the cottage walk 
down very close to the tracks 
and shout salutations to the 
engineer. answering whistle 
echoes through the rolling hills. 

The regular cottage dwellers 
are Len Peterson and Joe Schule, 
the two top radio playwrights 
of the country. Schule was away 
somewhere but Peterson, aa 
Nordic and matter-of-fact as 
ever, was in an alcove of the

frontier town of Hope, B.C., is now the transportation 


hub of the province. 

After almost a century of dignified anonymity, 
the ghost town of 2,200 now is busier than it was in 
the mad days of the 1858 gold rugh. 

After an 11-day break, railway connections with 
Calgary and the east have been re-established, with 
Hope as a west-coast railhead, from which passengers 
take buses for the remaining 100 miles to Vancouver.
